GROUPS of children were fol¬ 
lowed to school in two sepa¬ 
rate incidents in Haverhill last 
week. 

It has led to Samuel Ward 
Academy sending a message 
to all parents encouraging stu¬ 
dents to be vigilant and report 
any concerns.

The youngsters carried on to 
school but the man followed 
them before turning and walk¬ 
ing away. 

The next morning, a group 
of 13-year-old girls were walk¬ 
ing to school at 8am in Manor 
Road when a man went up to 
them and started asking about 
their school. 

The man brushed past one 
of the girls as they continued 
on their way to school. He then 
followed them for a short time 
before leaving them alone. 

Both groups of youngsters 
reported the incidents when 


they got to school. 

A spokesman for Samuel 
Ward Academy confirmed it 
was aware of an incident and 
that it had sent out a message. 

It is not yet known whether 
both groups of children attend 
the school. 

The man in Wednesday’s in¬ 
cident is described as white, 
possibly in his 60s, with a bald 
head and was wearing oval 
shaped glasses, a dark coat and 
brown trousers. 

Police said there could be 
an innocent explanation but 
are appealing for help to trace 
the man involved and are urg¬ 
ing him, or anyone who knows 
who he is, to come forward.

HAVERHILL’S High Street 
was closed for four hours 
last Thursday after Storm 
Doris ripped part of a roof 
off a three-storey building. 

A large piece of a flat roof 
landed in a neighbouring 
property causing the fire 
service to cordon off the 
area while safety assess¬ 
ments were carried out. 

People in the High Street 
were advised to stay in¬ 
doors and not to try and get 
in or out of the shops, busi¬ 
nesses or restaurants. 

The cordon was extended 
to cover Eden Row, before 
being lifted around 4pm. 

Town councillor Bet¬ 
ty McClatchy, who wit¬ 
nessed the incident, said: 
“It looked just like a scene 
from the Japanese tsunami. 

“I saw half a roof go in 
the air about 20ft, do a flip 
and then crash down. 

“If it had come down on 
someone they wouldn’t 
have had a chance.” 

At Kedington, the A143 
was closed for two hours 
until a power cable was 
stabilised and made safe 
just north of Kedington 
crossroad. 

Many Kedington resi¬ 
dents were left without 
power for much of Thurs¬ 
day evening. 

A large tree also came 
crashing down in Beau¬ 
mont Court, just off Ham¬ 
let Road in Haverhill, 
completely blocking the 
footpath. 

In Leltwell Place, Haver¬ 
hill, part of a roof came 
loose. 

Lirefighters were called 
out and made the roof se¬ 
cure. 

Across social media there 
were also reports of col¬ 
lapsed fencing, garden 
sheds being destroyed 
and bins rolling down the 


street. A trampoline was 
also reported as having 
been blown away and was 
found on land off Hundon 


Road on the way out of 
Kedington. 

No injuries were report¬ 
ed as a result of the storm. 


CRIME 

'Growing problem' of sex offenders 


OVER the last three years 
in Suffolk there were 218 
sex offenders suspected of 
downloading or distributing 
indecent images of children. 

The latest figures show 
there were 62 in 2014, 93 in 
2015 and 63 in 2016. 


A spokesperson from the 
NSPCC said: "Downloading 
and distributing child abuse 
images is an abhorrent 
crime. Each picture is a 
crime scene involving a 
young victim who has been 
abused and whose suffering 


is compounded every time 
that image is passed around 
online." 

The charity called on 
the government and law 
enforcement to work 
together to tackle what it 
called a 'growing problem'.

Deaf children 
‘face setbacks’ 


DEAF children are being let 
down by Suffolk County Council, 
according to a national society 

The National Deaf Children’s 
Society is now demanding that 
the council does more to sup¬ 
port deaf children and their 
families. 

The demands come just days 
after an Ofsted report said the 
council and Suffolk Clinical 
Commissioning Groups (CCGs) 
were failing to meet the needs 
of children with special educa¬ 
tional needs and disabilities be¬ 
cause of a system that was slow, 
confusing and inefficient. 

Gary Nethercott, regional di¬ 
rector east at the National Deaf 
Children’s Society, said: “Suffolk 
County Council and the local 
NHS services must work to¬ 
gether and create an urgent ac¬ 
tion plan to resolve these issues 
- and consult deaf children and 
their families on what should be 
in that plan. These organisations 
have a clear duty to support eve¬ 
ry one of the 665 deaf children in 
Suffolk, and currently this is not 
being fulfilled. 

“Deaf children should be val¬ 
ued by society and have the

same opportunities as any other 
child. It is therefore essential 
that Suffolk County Council and 
local NHS services immediately 
act on the significant weakness¬ 
es documented in this report, as 
deaf children and young people 
only have one chance in their 
life to get the right support to 
develop their full potential.” 

The society identified what it 
believes to be specific failings 
according to parents. 

It said that deaf children were 
not being properly assessed and 
when they are, the council fails 
to provide support. 

It also said that there was in¬ 
adequate forward planning for 
deaf children despite their needs 
being known well in advance. 

Ann fillings, the mother of a 
profoundly deaf child in Suffolk, 
said: “To sum up, our experience 
has been appalling. I have never 
asked for more than my son is 
entitled to, but I will not sit back 
and see him failed by the sys¬ 
tem.” 


Cllr Gordon fones, county 
council’s cabinet member for 
children’s services, education 
and skills, said: “We acknowl¬ 
edge feedback both from par¬ 
ents and the Ofsted and CQC 
inspection report, that provision 
in Suffolk was not as good as it 
should have been. We have tak¬ 
en steps to increase provision for 
hearing impaired children and 
will continue to do so. 

“We now have a range of spe¬ 
cialist provision in Suffolk which 
goes beyond that available for 
hearing impaired children in 
many authorities. Suffolk Coun¬ 
ty Council is one of the few au¬ 
thorities in the country which 
offers combined social care and 
education services for children 
with sensory impairments. 

“In the west of the county we 
have specialist hearing impaired 
units in both King Edward’s VI 
School and Westgate Primary 
School to support hearing im¬ 
paired children.”

a total cost of more than 
£8.5m. Equipment worth 
£3.4m was never returned. 

Rowan Procter, chief 
nurse at West Suffolk NHS 
Trust, said: “Community 
equipment issued by 
your local NHS service is 
prescribed specifically for 
each patient. Have a spring 
clean and use our amnesty 
in March to get rid of 


unwanted items. 

“Whatever it is or 
whatever state items are 
in, they will all be assessed 
and safety tested, and 
either repaired and reused 
or stripped down to be 
recycled - great for our 
NHS and great for the 
environment." 

Items can be returned to 
Medequip at any of their 
three Suffolk locations.

In a new monthly column for Haverhill News, West Suffolk MP 
and Minister for Digital & Culture, 

Matthew Hancock, talks about the Digital Economy Bill which 
will create a legal right to minimum internet download speeds 



I have been the Member of 
Parliament for West Suffolk 
since 2010 and the Minister 
for Digital and Culture since 
July 2016 - both roles I find 
hugely engaging and enjoyable. 

When I am out and about 
in the constituency, one of the 
main topics of conversation 
is broadband - how it can be 
improved and when will people 
be able to get the broadband 
that they keep hearing so much 
about in the news. 

It is then that I can draw 
upon both jobs, as a minister, 
to explain what we are doing 
nationally to get people the 
reliable and fast broadband 
needed to participate in a 
modern, digital society in 201 7, 
and also as their MP, working 
with them to find out when 
they will get the speeds and 


connectivity that they quite 
rightly want and deserve right 
down to the local level. 

I regularly hold meetings 
across West Suffolk, especially in 
areas with poor broadband. At 
these meetings I have been able 
to explain some of the aspects 
of the Digital Economy Bill, a 
Bill that I have taken through 
Parliament over the past seven 
months. 

The Bill is currently with 
the House of Lords and it will 
hopefully be passed into law 
shortly. 

One of the most important 
aspects of the Bill is that it will 
create a legal right to minimum 
internet download speeds for 
customers. The universal right 
to a high speed broadband will 
be put on par with the right to 
water and electricity. 


Naturally, residents want 
to know when they will be in 
line for superfast broadband 
upgrades and we are working 
with BT and others to get them 
the most reliable and up-to-date 
information. 

I have found that the 
questions that residents have 
asked and the stories they have 
told about their own digital 
situations have been extremely 
interesting and enlightening, 
but most of all, they reinforce 
my belief that fast broadband 
is a non-negotiable part of 
living and working today and 
to be without it is both socially 
isolating as well as economically 
disadvantageous. 

I will keep up the pressure 
until all my constituents have 
the fast broadband speeds they 
require.

THIS month marks 50 years since 
Haverhill railway was closed. 

Many people in the town have fond 
memories of the historic railway and 
more than 4,000 people have signed a 
petition to re-open it. 

Town councillor Tony Brown remi¬ 
nisced about summer trips to Clacton 
on the railway shortly before it shut 
down. 

He said: “The Co-op used to do 
mum and kid trips to Clacton and I 
remember being 4 or 5 with my mum, 
waiting outside the station for the 
train to come. It was a big outing, all 
the mums and children in the town 
would go to Clacton and back in one 
day.” 

Cllr Brown, who is also a member 
of Rail Haverhill, a group seeking to 
re-open or build a new railway, said 
one of the reasons the railway closure 
was so devastating was that Haverhill 
had become a London overspill town 
in the 60s. 

Cllr Brown said: “When the railway 
shut down in 1967 the population of 
Haverhill was roughly 8,000, the pop¬ 


ulation now is 30,000. 

“There are huge developments 
planned and projected population 
growth could see the number rise to 
40,000 people, but there’s less trans¬ 
port than when we had 8,000. We can’t 
keep putting cars on the road.” 

Now, 50 years on, campaigners for 
a Haverhill rail link remain optimistic 
about the possibility of reopening or 
building a new line. 


Heike Sowa, chairwoman of Rail 
Haverhill, said: “The location of 
Haverhill on the borders of different 
counties means it is quite isolated 
which is why the railway would be so 
important.” 

Currently, Rail Haverhill is working 
in partnership with Rail Future and 
Cambridge Connect about the pos¬ 
sibility of a light rail system which 
would start in Cambridge and even¬ 


tually extend to Haverhill. 

Campaigners believe this would be 
cheaper and more efficient than cur¬ 
rent proposals to widen the A1307. 

The railway ran for more than 100 
years from 1865 to 1967.

The majority 
of cars will move to a standard rate 
of £140 annually from the second 
licence. Cars with zero emissions will 
be exempt from new, while others 
priced over £40,000 will be charged 
an additional £310 a year, on top of 
the standard rate, for the following 
five years. 

As market leader with the most 
customers to guide through the 
transition, Ford began advising its 
car buyers last year on the changes. 
The customer liaison necessary, by 
Ford HQ and dealer staff, is at a level 
not seen since the government's 
scrappage scheme in 2009. 

Ford's most sought-after models 
such as Mustang, RS and Edge have 


longer leadtimes, meaning that those 
buyers were made aware first of the 
March 31 deadline to register cars 
against lower outgoing VED bands. 

All become more expensive to tax 
from April - apart from coupe Ford 
Mustang V8s, which become almost 


£200 a year cheaper over six years. 
Right-hand drive 5.0-litre Fastbacks, 
costing well under the new system's 
premium rate £40,000 threshold, 
become £995 more tax efficient in 
this period. 

The zero VED rate currently applies 


to 93 per cent of new Ford Fiestas 
- Britain's best-selling car - thanks 
to emissions under 131 g C02/km 
emissions. February and March's 
introduction of the new 1 7-plate are 
set to prompt a surge in Fiesta sales 
ahead of the new annual VED levy of 
at least £140 on every model in the 
range. 

From April 1 free road tax will 
apply to zero-emission vehicles, 
including the Ford Focus Battery 
Electric Vehicle. With a 140-mile 
range and 30-minute fast charging, 
the Focus BEV is part of Ford's £3.5 
billion investment in electric vehicles 
in the five years to 2020. 

Andy Barratt, Ford of Britain 
chairman and managing director, 
said: "After last month's biggest 
January vehicle sales volume for 
Ford since 1990, these imminent 
VED changes are driving further sales 
peaks. I anticipate a bumper March 
especially as buyers move fast to beat 
the tax man."
